Impeachment Trial of 


New York Governor. 


DEFERS RULING 


ON OBJECTIONS 


Judge Cullen Announces a 


Consideration of These 


Points Later. 


Albany, N. v 
Sept. IS.—The high 


court for the trial of the impeachment 
of 
William Suizer. jrovernor of 
New 


Vork state, had its lirst session to 
day. 
Organization was 
perfected 
and 


and adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow morning in order to permit the 
drafting of rules and methods nf pro- 
cedure to be. followed during the re- 
mainder of the trial. 


As had been expected counsel for the 


impeached executive objected 
to 
the 


senators, who served on the Krawley 
committee which unearthed much of the 
evidence resulting in the impeachment, 
sitting in judgment upon the governor. 
They also objected to Senator Wagner, 
acting lieutenant governor becoming a 
member of the court. Nnwithstnnding 
these objections the senators were sworn 
in. Chief .fudge Cullen announcing tbe 
points raised would be considered later. 


d'overnnr Suizer was not in the court 


room. 


Articles of Impeachment. 


The eight articles of impeachment 


voted against. Governor Suizer by the 
assembly are. in substance: 


That he filed with the secretary of 


state a false statement of his receipts 
and other monetary transactions during 
his gubernatorial campaign. 


That he committed perjury in this 


statement. 


That be bribed xvitncsses to withhold 


testimony from the legislative commit- 
tee which investigated his campaign ac- 
counts. 


That he suppressed 
evidence 
by 


mear.s of threats to 
keep witnesses 


from testifying before the investigating 
committee. 


That ho dissuaded n particular wit- 


ness, Frederick L>. Co!well, from attend- 
ing, under subpoena, the sessions of the 
investigating committee. 


That be committed larceny in specu- 


lating in stocks with money and checks 
•ontribiited for his cnmpaign. 


That, as governor ho. threatened to use 


lin office and influence to alTcct tho vote 
if certain public officers.

The opposition to the Non- 


Partisan movement knows that. 
It accounts for the desperation and frenzy 


of the light it is making. 
The system is hard to pry loose from its hold on 


the municipal situation. Nevertheless it can be wrenched away. Once separat- 
ed from its prey, the system will never fasten on again. Once the people arc" 
convinced by example that it is possible to get together, with calm judgment 
and purposes single to the best results, to choose thuir city officials, -and they 
never again will submit to the turbulence, distraction 
and fury of partisan 


combat over home rule. Once the test proves that city government can be car- 
ried on with a view to what is best, olliccs filled with men chosen because they 
are good to have in the places 
•' service and appointments made upon the 


basis of fitness and merit, and the people, will grind the spoils system under 
their heels. 


It is not hard to picture in this city a government that is of the people's 


creation, bent on serving the people and responsive to the united sentiment of 
the community. Imagine an administration that is supported by an undivided 
public opinion when the merit of what it docs meets the public approbation, 
and that, when it misunderstands or errs, is influenced by a sane criticism or 
is resisted by firm, but temperate opposition of public voice.

for encouragement and for authority. The government is at; the outset, or soon 
becomes, a partisan convenience with public service subordinate and incidental. 
This demoralizes government, works a grievoua deception 
of the 
-cople and 


makes the public mind a ferment of prejudice. 
It keeps up the fever of par- 


tisan spirit, never permits partisan animosities to heal or the overheated pub- 
lic mind to cool. Such a condition is inimical to a healthy public spirit, is ob- 
structive of municipal progress and to the last word is vicious. 


Under non-partisan government there will be a new state of the public, 


mind in home affairs. 
Democrat Smith, Repnblica.. 
Jones 
and 
Progressive 


Brown will not entertain homicidal feelings-toward 
each other because they 


cannot agree in their views on tariff, currency or territorial expansion. 
They 


will leave, these differences where they belong, in the broad fields of state and 
national politics, and talk over the affairs of their government at home with the 
same candor and good feeling that they would discuss a matter of mutual in- 
terest in business. 


The example of a non-partisan administration 
in 
operation, doing 
its 


work well, saving money for the taxpayers bestowing the 
benefits of good 


service in government on every .one alike, and bringing the earnest opinions of 
the people into harmony upon the problems of the community, will write th« 
apitaph of the partisan system. That is what you arc asked to vote for. That 
is what you are. invited to help bring about. That is what is prerjnted to you 
to share in. That is what vou now have the opportunity to do for 
your city.

Raps at Rate Discrimination. 


Another topic discussed at some length 


by Mr. Beers was the alleged diserimina- 
t'on in railroad rates to Chattanooga be- 
tween the ft rand Army and the Confed- 
erate Veterans, who held their reunion 
here, in May. "It would appear," he 
said, "that the services of the veterans 
of the union army and the consideration 
due them arc he,ld lightly in tbe estima- 
tion of the railroad authorities."

railroads of the south, however, -gave tho 
same rate to both camps of veterani, 
Mr. Beers added, the alleged discrimina- 
tion being in the north and against tho 
union veterans.

knew nothing of the priest's counter 
feiting plans. 


The discovery of this engraver, A. C, 


Hauver and the evidence he gave was 
an important, accomplishment in laying 
bare the records of 
Schmidt and the 


dentist. 
Hut Inspector Faurot of the 


detective bureau 
intimated this after 


noon that something; bigger was in pros 
pert, 


"At [present." said the inspector, "I 


am investigating a report to the effect 
that }.he 'Father Schmidt,' referred to 
by the Hermans died and that (lie man 
now in the Tombs simply impersonated 
that man. 1 am not. at liberty nt this 
time to divulge the source of any in- 
formation in this regard but I consider 
it is of such a nature that n thorough 
investigation is imperative. 


Hauver, the engraver, said that a man 


ao 
recognized 
from 
photographs 
as 


Schmidt, called at his shop some time 
ago with a strip of copper thirty inches 
long and twelve inches wide. Schmidt 
he said instructed him to cut plates 
(right, by four inches, explaining that 
lie wanted a half inch margin on them. 
Hauver said he was aware that the 
plates, if cut by 
Schmidt's 
instruc- 


tions, would permit, hy a narrow margin 
the 
photographic 
engraving of cur- 


rency. He became 
skeptical 
and 
in- 


quired as to what use the plates were 
to be put. The nriest, he said, evaded 
the questions. 


Jliiret pleaded guilty today to the 


charge, of having in his

Schmidt became 
suddenly taciturn today. Hitherto

"When elected, I will stand squarely upon the prom- 


ise of the citizens' non-partisan platform, and will be in a 
position to conduct my administration upon a purely non- 
partisan basis for the benefit of the taxpayers who con- 
tribute the city revenues/' 


Tin 'above declaration from the signed statement of 


Charles H. Buck, non-partisan nominee for mayor, is es- 
pecially worthy the serious consideration of the voters to 
whom it was addressed. It means that the election of Mr. 
Buck will give Fort Wayne a mayor with hands free.to 
feerve the whole people. It means a city chief executive 
Under pledge to no party henchmen and no partisan or- 
ganization and with no political liabilities to be adjusted 
at the expense of public sen-ice. 
... . Mr. Buck's statement follows an unequivocal denial 
of rumors set in circulation by his political foes to the ef- 
fect tBat he had made promises of appointments to place 
in office in the event of his success at tbe polls in Novem- 
ber. In language that cannot bo misconstrued the non- 
partisan nominee over his own signature brands as false 
fell charges that the support of this man or that has been 
SecUred by any pledge of official favor. More than that, 
he makes it clear that no such promise will be given, di- 
rectly or indirectly; that no consideration of the selection 
of appointees will be undertaken'Until after he has been 
elected. 


Such a course is doubtless incomprehensible to the 


old school of partisan politics in municipal affairs, which 
has been accustomed to regard the appointments to mem- 
bership on the various boards and to other appointive 
places as the legitimate medium of pledge and barter in 
order to secure the support necessary to put the candidate 
across on election day. Rarely has support been unsel- 
fish under the old system. Too often the m.fyor elected 
has gone into office so completely tied up by ante-election 
promises of official favor that there was no sort of latitude 
for the exercise of ordinary business judgment in the se- 
lection of the administrative staff upon which he must de- 
pend for the execution of his policies and the carrying for- 
ward of the work to which he was committed by his of- 
ficial bath and by the faith of the people vested in him. 
We rather suspect the people will find occasion for grati- 
fication in Mr. Buck's clean-cut declaration, his positive 
assurance that no consideration of party or personal influ- 
ence will have any weight whatever in the making of- 
such appointments, and that the sole consideration will be 
the efficiency of the appointee and his ability to perform 
the particular duties of the place to be filled. Mr. Buck's 
'hands will be free, and he serves notice that his appointees 
will be those who will make good to the people and not to 
any partisan organization,

INVALIDS. 


Daintiness in Serving as Necessary as 


Hygienic Preparation. 


Many good cooks cnnnot cook satis- 


factorily 
for invalids. 
They 
fail 
to 


realize that the invalid's food must con- 
tain ns much nutriment and ns little 
bulk ns possible; that, although it must 
be nourishing, it must be 
dainty 
as 


We'll. 


After the invalid's food 
is cookpcl 


much remains to be done to make it pal- 
ntnble. The daintiest china, thft bright- 
est silver nnd the whitest linen are none 
too good for the invalid's service. 
The 


hot food must be served hot, not warm, 
and the cool food must be served cool. 
A single (lower on the lunch tray often 
ncis ns a better appetizer thnn n holtle- 
ful of medicine, nnd n small n mount of 
food tastefully nrrnnged is sure to be 
of greater hpiiefit than n Inrge nmount— 
unappetizing hecnusp of its very bulk. 


One difficulty which some home cooks 


experience concerning invalid cookery is 
•the difficulty of adapting recipes which 
call for a qnnrt or two or liquid to the 
needs of a single person. 
Perhaps the 


invalid wants eofTpe. jpllv, and the fam- 
ily wants something else. It is hnrd to 
mnkc one portion of jelly, nnd it is 
wasteful to make six portions when only 
one is wanted. 
To mnke one portion 


soak a tenspoonful of granulated gela- 
tin in the samp amount of cold water. 
Then add four tnblespoonfuls of boiling 
water, the snmc nmount of strong eojl'^o 
and n tahlespoonfnl of sugar. 
Strain 


nnd mould in a smnll mould or a lemon- 
ade glnss. 


Any sort of broth for invalids should 


be carefully seasoned. 
Onion, carrot or 


other strong flavors should be avoided. 
Clcnernlly two or three flavors are more 
agreeable thnn one. 
For ins.tnnee, sim- 


mer the wings nnd neck of a chicken, a 
smnll veal bone nnd a little mutton from 
the shoulder with a few tablespoonfuls 
of barley in a pint nnd a half of water 
for threp hours. 
Strain, skim, 
season 


with salt nnd pepppr and n very little 
finely minced parsley and serve twice— 
there should be nbout two cups.
